E find a wrong imprezsion existing in the minds 
of some of our workers regarding the consoli- 
dation of the Women's Home Mission Societies. 

The Bourds of Directors of the societies located in Chicago 


and Boston have, aftex careful discussion, voted favorably . 


upon this subject. It was brought before the annual 
meetings held respectively in Worcester and Chicago, 
but no discussion or action was taken upon the matter. 
The plan was laid before the constituency, in order that 
they might give time and thought to it before making 
the final decigion. The Board of Directors has no author- 
ity to make such an important change. The decision 
rests with the constituency of the two societies. The 
Societies conaist of the inflividual members of the local 
circles in the Northern States. Upon the 1th of 
November, 1908, a meeting of the Woman's American 
Baptist Home Mizsion Society will be held in Boston, or 
vicinity, and upon the same date a similar meeting of 
the Women's Baptist Home Mizzion Society will be held 
in Chicago, or vicinity, and the subject of consolidation 
will be settled by the votes of the women of the two socie- 
ties. The place of the meeting of the Woman's American 
Baptist Home Mizzion Society will be announced in the 
November Ecnors and the denominational papers. We 
suggest that at the October or November circle meetings 
throughout New England time be given to a consideration 
of this subject, and representatives be appointed to attend 
this meeting November 11. As far as pozible let each 
circle in New England be represented by one or more 
member who will cast her vote intelligently for, or against, 
the propoged movement. After several years of thought 
upon: this important «ubject the Corresponding Secretary 


believes that great: benefit would rezult from such con- 


solidation. Should the two societies decide favorably 
upon this matter they will continue their independent 
work until the close of the fiscal year, March 31, 1909. 
Each society is pledged to definite lines of work, and they 
must meet their financial obligations. For the remaining 
months of the fiscal year the Woman's American Baptist 
Home Mission Society must do constant, steady and 
intelligent work if we would come to the end of our fiscal 
year free from debt. We cut down our work last year, 
and because of that we ended the year with $800.00 
balance. Can we depend upon our New England women 
this year? We believe we can, and we ask for the same 
amount as last year, $44,000. Think of the teachers and 
miasionaries looking to us for their meager «alaries. 
Seventeen teachers at Spelman Seminary, five at Harts- 
horn Memorial College, one at Jackson College, two at 
Americus Institute, four at Waters Institute, six at Mather 
Schoci, two at Coleman Academy, one at Florida Institute, 
a mizzonary among the Indians at Two Grey Hills, 
Watonga, Elk Creek, Anadarko, besides two teachers at 
Murrow Indian Home, and a matron and teacher at Lodge 
Grass. Three workers among the Chinese, three in old 
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Mexico, three in Porto Rico, and one in Cuba, and ts 
among the toreigners. in New England. In addition + 
these the Alaska Orphanage must have its entire *Uppur 
from our society. Interpreters, turnishing of tuilding. 
and many other items enter into the work to which «; 
are pledged.

HOME MISSION ECHOES 


Another Word 

These facts have become apparent in our survey 
the field. | 

The work to which New England women pledged then 
selves thirty years ago in the Southland has gone, and 
is 8till going, grandly forward. 

In spite of the fact that it was necesxary to cut th- 
appropriation for Spelman $1,000 at the beginning « 
the year, Miss Giles has an optimistic note in her annus 
report. An interesting feature of that report is the follow- 
ing, which we quote from the Baptist Vanguard: 

* Miss H. E. Giles shows in her current annual report 
of Spelman Seminary that among the families repre- 
%ented by the boarding pupils, seventy and one-hal! 
per cent are buying homes, nineteen per cent rent homes 
Among the day pupils, forty-three per cent of the families 
own homes, ten per cent are buying, forty-seven per cent 
rent. These statistics will serve as eye openers in many 
ways. Suppose you study them.” 

From every school and field in the South comes the 
8ame report of opportunity for extension and advance, 
but necessary because of lack of the addtional funds that 
are needed. 

In Alaska, during the year, changes have been neces 
gary. The Rev. Curtis P. Coe and his devoted wife have 
been compelled to close their faithful service for us there. 
These workers have built wisely and well, and we wel- 
come to this splendid opportunity Rev. George A. Learn 
and Mrs. Learn. = 
" Always and increasingly interesting is the original 
inhabitant of the land, now known as the dweller of the 
plain, the red man of our country, and the story of the 
year among this rapidly disappearing people is one of 
progress and hopefulness, progres, slow but swre. The 
migsionary is gradually regaining - the confidence in the 
white man which the traders and hunters have destroyed. 
The *Jesus man” and the © Jesus woman ” have often 
had weary days among these people, but "as thy day 
80 Shall thy strength be” is their *shadow of a great 
rock in a weary land,” and while much is demanded of 
them, the reward is promised in proportion. 

In our island possessions the struggle is still on against 
superstition and vice, and the teachers and missionaries 
there are contending practically and suecessfully. The 
same conditions are met in Mexico as in Cuba and Porto 
Rico, and in Mexico, as in the other places, is evidence of 
advance, and the crying need for enlargement along all lines. 

Last, but by no means least, the work among the 
foreign peoples coming to our shores has been strongly 
pushed. Lack of funds prohibits the employment of 
more than two missionaries, Miss Mathilde Brown, among 
the Swedes, and Miss Martha Conaway, among the 
Italians. It is necessary only to hear these energeuc 
workers tell of their work to realize the need of a :nis200- 
ary to each of the races among us.

Editorial Notes 


F one thing we have no doubt. If the call to 

prayer whieh is announced in this issve of Ecyors 

were to be heard and heeded by all our Baptist 
hurches, and if the week from October 18 to 25 were 
ctually observed as a Week of Prayer, the kind of prayer 
that prevails, then without a peradventure the missionary 
j-bts would be paid off and the missionary expenditures 
if the year would be met; and more than that, the spirit 
f revival would come upon the churches, and a great 
—wave of blessing would sweep over our land and the 
world. A week of real, believing prayer would accomplish 
marvelous results for the kingdom of God. One who has 
1a experience of the power of prayer cannot question 
this. One weakness of our churches at present is the 
ack of prayer. The prayer meeting is often a misnomer; 
{ is a talk meeting rather than a prayer meeting. The 
abit of public prayer is not maintained as formerly. A 
praying church will be a living and giving church. Let 
is observe this Week of Prayer which the Northern 
Saptist Convention has appointed, with special reference 
0 the misionary emergencies. Let us pray expecting. 
"Ask and ye shall receive.” 


In his recent volume, ©* Where the Book Speaks,” 
\rclubald McLean says: *The Epistles, what are they? 
For the most part they are letters written by missionaries 
'0 migzion churches which they had founded. The field 
was large. The apostles were few in number. Facilities 
'or getting about were not as complete then as they are 
now, Many problems were prezsing for solution in these 
churches gathered out of Judaigm and out of Paganism. 
[he same questions that confront miazsionaries today, 
questions relating to idolatry, polygamy, caste, slavery, 
(\runkenness, extortion, reveling, the right relation between 
the 8exes, the nurture of children, and kindred questions, 
confronted the church in the first century. Sometimes 
the apostles could go in person and settle these questions. 
Sometimes they could not go; then they wrote letters 
and digcussed them. In the providence of God these 
letters have come down to us, and they constitute the 
Epistles of the New Testament. It must be remembered 
that the Epistles are missionary docyments; they must 
be read as 8uch by those who wish to have a clew to their 
meaning.” That is the practical way to show that the 
Bible is a missionary book. Read the Bible with this 
thought in mind, and «e& how largely this is true. 


[he reports that come from the various home mission 
ields are most encouraging as to the revults and pros- 
pets. One of the finest things in missions is the buoyant 
and optimistic spirit of the men and women who are at 
»ork in conditions that 'would discourage any but the 
*rongest. It takes faith and patience and willingness 
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The American Baptist Home Mission Society 


to go slow and do the best possible with inadequate ' 


means: it takes the grace of God to be a miesionary. 


And not the least burden that rests upon the workers ©. - 


is what must gem to them the widespread apathy of the 
church to miggionary needs, The mixxionary is in the 
thick of the conflict and feels every day the preasure 
of actual spiritual destitution. It is plain to him that 
just a little more generous appropriation would enable 
him to double his capacity for helpfulnes. What is 
difficult for him to appreciate is the fact that the needs 
and poxsibilities are not «0 readily «een by the church 
members at a ifar remove from such conditions. ' How 
shall we get our church members to ge with the mis- 
$10nary 's eyes? 
sgionary literature is trying to olve. 
magazines, full bf information, ought to go into a hundred 
thousand Baptixt homes at the very least. We believe 
the day will core when that will be a fact. 
does come there will be no doubt as to the raizing of 
the apportionment made by the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and excbeding it without prewwure. This year 
let us all do what we can to raise the million and a half 
asked for. 


Mexico is moving forward along material lines. Twenty- 
five millions of dollars have recently been appropriated 
by the government for irrigation purposes, in conjunction 
with the states of the Republic. Oil deposits zaid to 
exceed in extent those of any other part of the continent 
have been discovered near Tampico, and this will open 
up &a new industry. As a nation with wonderful pos- 
sibilities of material development, Mexico is coming 
more and more into notice. Religiously there is room 
for vast improvement. Our mizxions are as yet compars- 
tively small, but the work done by the Protestant denomi- 


nations is telling to a far greater extent than appears _ 


upon the surface. To judge of this work by the number 
of miszions and converts enrolled on church records 
would be to miscalculate entirely. The recults of faithful 
proclamation and living of the gaspel are not readily 
visible. But it is true that the mi«sionaries are spreading 
enlightenment and preparing the oil for a harvest, If 
Mexico were to be occupied by an adequate missionary 
force, properly equipped, we believe it would be found 
that the fields are already white unto the harvest. 


The chief thing which our denomination has to ſear 
is not doing something new, but not doing anything.

{ by E Oklahoma Indian Baptist Association has been 


an event looked forward to for many months, and the 

weeks preceding it were those of hard physical labor 
and of anxiety. It had been a hard year, almost barren of 
viaible rezults. There had not been a single baptism in 
either of the Cheyenne churches, and only five on the 
entire Cheyenne and Arapahs field, during the year. 

On our field «ome men had been arrested and tried to 
test the law against the use of the mescal or peyote. The 
law proved ineffective, but the trial- served to stir up 
tremendous opposition to the missionaries and Christian 
Indians. During the winter an effort was made-to pass 
a law through the legislature that would be effective. 
This als created great excitement among the tribes in 
the vicinity of Guthrie. 

Would the heathen Indians attend? Would the Holy 
Spirit prevail and get a victory over their prejudices? 
Would we meet with defeat and go back to our fields with 
heavy hearts, to begin another year of toil and waiting? 

Meetings were held in the camp for several days while 
the Indians were gathering. Many fervent prayers were 
offered, but there were no indications of the breaking up 
of the fallow ground. 


The opening day of the asociation proper came, and

The five 
mterpreters took up the truth and hurled it at their 
reople with all their might. One could «ee that it was 
«riking home. The invitation followed. [The old chiefs 
of the different tribes exhorted, each in his own language, 
while the Kiowas sang; other tribes taking up the strain 
of one of their own hymns, as the other finished. All 
that we were able to understand of the music was that it 
was lifting us toward Heaven. At last Grant Left Hand, 
the od chief's fayorite son, a very wicked man in past days, 
came forward. Many of the Arapahoes fell on his neck 
weeping. Others came, Cheyennes, Arapahoes, Coman- 
ches, until twenty-eight persons had taken the chairs in 
front, thus indicating their surrender to Jesus. 

From that time until the close there were converts at 
each 8ervice. Four of the most influential headmen of 
the Arapaho tribe were among the converts, besides men 
and women, heads of families, and also the wife of Three 
Fingers, principal chief of the Cheyennes. 

Sunday was giver up largely to the examination for 
baptism, and late in the afternoon a long procession 
moved toward the river, where thirty-four were buried 
in baptism.

F. Smith, 
D.D., author of. the two notable hymns, *My Country, 
tis of Thee,” and *The Morning Light is Breaking,” 
both of which als first- appeared in 1832, the same year 
in which the American Baptist Home Mizsion Society was 
organized. | Stirring events in the home and in the foreign 
migxion fields atyhat time doubtless furnished inspiration 
for these immortal hymns. It is suggested that on 
Sunday morning, October 18, and at the ensuving mid- 
week prayer meeting, both of these hymns be sung by 
more than a million members of our churches from the 
\tlantic to the Pacific, making a continental chorus of | 
praize and prayer. Sunday schools and Young People's 
Societies are also carnestly requested to unite in this 
SeT VICE, 

Extraordinary conditions in our misonary enter- 


prises constitute a providential summons to prayer. The 
Northern | Baptist Convention has recommended that 
$1,500,000 «hould be raized this vear for the manitenance 
of the work of bur societies, for their relief from accumu- 
lated indebtedness and for a «mall 'rezerve furd to avert 
deficits.

A Western View of the Chinese 


HE San Franciseo Argonaut, which certainly cannot 
he accused of prejudice in favor of the Chinese, has 
this to «ay of them in a carefully written article 

reviewing the conditions on the coaxt : 

* Broadly «peaking, the Chinaman in this country, 
before the restriction law and «ince, has never «ought 
work which others were eager to do. He has been a rail- 
road builder, a clearer of wild lands, a vegetable and fruit 
worker, a cannery-man, a household «ervant, a peddler, a 
' washee ' man, but rarely anything in which he appeared 
as an immediate competitor and rival with white labor of 
any grade. His instinet has appeared to be that of seeking 
occupations shunned by others, or in taking up work in 
which the deficiency of hands was «0 serious that his 
relation to it wrought no appreciable change in the condi- 
tions. In spite of the cheap labor cry, the Chinaman with 
us never was a theap laborer. He always wanted a fair 
price, and inzisted upon it. Today the limited number 
of capable Chinamen living in the. country command rates 
of wages on a par with the rates paid to white labor of 
corresponding grade. 
example, commands as high a wage — or higher — than 
the average white with whom he competes; the Chiness 
field hand or cannery helper, when he can be had st all, 


gets as good pay as the class of white labor. with which © 


he competes. 

» We very much question if the Chinexe in Califorma, 
taking their history through the whole time in which they 
have been rezident among us, have not created as much 
labor for others as they have performed themaelves. 50 
much of the work done by them would not otherwise have 
been done at all and «0 much that they have done has. 
been productive of work for others that he would be « bold 


man seriously to challenge them as competitors of the 


white race. 


* Again, in the mining regions of California many | 


A Chinese domestic ervant, for 
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Chinese have been active, but it is to be questioned if they 
ever threw any white man out of his work. Chinese labor 
in the California mines has been expended for. the most 
part upon banks of abandoned * tailings,” upon under pay 
ground, and in other places where white men have not 
cared to try their fortunes or to place their energies. The 

common phrase, *Chinese diggings,' illustrates the point. 
The propensity of the Chinese to continuous toil in all 
* weathers, their patience in monotonous tasks, their 
amenity to instruction and direction,— these qualities 


have made them of immense value in certain kinds of ' 


work practically impoxsible to be done reasonably and 
economically by white labor. It is not that their work 
was cheap, for Chinamen as workmen have never been 
cheap, but because they were patient and efficient in tasks 
ordinarily out of favor that. they achieved 80 much in the 
period when they were prexent among us in relatively 
conſiderable numbers.” | 


Some Native Alagkans 


HE following account shows how the native Indians 

of Alaska inmpreased Rev. H. 8. Atkins, who made 

a visit some time since to Copper Center. He 
writes: 
 *The native here on the Copper River is of a dark 
Indian type, impetuous, indolent to a large degree when 
his wants for food are supplied, with a nature that is best 
satisfied by eating, which is his greatest source of satis- 
faction. He calls food *muck-muck ' and looks upon the 
future life as a place where his every desire for *muck- 
muck* will be entirely satisfied. 
the immortality of the soul, which shows that the Creator 
has implanted in man, however ignorant and gsuper- 
mitious he may be, this longing for a future life. It may 
be the usual idea of the Indian of a happy hunting ground 
after death, or it may be the ancient Greek's idea of the 
spirit's zad wanderings after death in dark Hades, or it 
may be the equally hopeless idea of the Indian of the 
Copper River, who believed, prior to the coming of the 
migsonary, in the transmigration of the soul to his favorite 
animal, the dog; yet among all. peoples everywhere we 
find this same inborn idea of the never-dying existence of 
man which, to my mind, is one of the strongest proofs of 
the immortality of the soul. 

"The Indians here live in villages or camps. In most 
caxes he has constructed for himself rude log cabins. In 
this native village he is subject to some restraint, and is 
hable to be exiled from the camp should he be a trans- 
grezzor of the tribal laws. I saw one family that is 
living apart from- the rest of the tribe on account of 
domestic unhappiness. | 

*To 8ay the Indians of this locality are 8uperstitious 
would scarcely describe them. I attended one of their 
funerals in which some of their superstition was exempli- 
fied by their horrifying chants, by the removal of the 
body through a window, and by placing all the earthly 
effects of the deceased upon the grave. The principal 
*uperstition today seems to 8ettle around the only domes- 
ticated animal, the dog. Clinging to such ideas there is 

no need here for a law to prevent cruelty to dumb animals. 


He has vague ideas of 
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Under no conditions. will the Indian destroy the life «/ 
this animal. Perhaps he may yet retain ome of his forms: 
superstition that in injuring the dog he is giving pain 
a dead friend. 

** Surely man can infer enough from the, work: 
creation 80 that he is without excuse. I often look at t; 
glacial mountains and crystal rivers and wonder how ++: 
the uncivilized natives have ever remained unmoved by t} 
great works of the Creator. But these beauties in natur 
do not speak to them with the same mysterious muzic «: 
they do to us. It geems that their bodies having be 
nourighed from generation to generation by the will 
animal food has made their nervous system les susce;- 
tible. We should thank God that we were born and 
reared under circumstances more favorable to the dev+]- 
opment of man in the truer sense. A native's only thought 
and care geems to be for the present gratification of his 
physical appetite. 

*They appear happy and content in their domes! 
affairs, notwithstanding their wretched poverty. Th 
mothers seem to have great affection for their little ones. 
The socialistic idea seems to be. put in practice largely. 
Often when the Indian accumulates food it «ems that 
he cannot enjoy it alone, but has what he calls a 'pot- 
latch” to which he invites his male friends, and I hav 
been told, serves food every hour, day and night, until 
his supplies are extfausted. Then he comes to the mis- 
sionary, broken down, sick, with eyes sore and inflamed, 
and begs for medical aid. He has great faith in medicines 
and when there is any sickness in his family, if in reach, 
the missionary is sent for to come with medicine to his 
relief. 

*The native has many peculiarities. A strange wover 
is he. He «till clings to an old custom of buying his 


- bride of her father, paying for her in clothing, skins, etc. 


such amouht as the father may demand. Yet I fancy þ- 
would have some forebodings as to his success as 4 $wtor 
should he fail to have on a coat of as many colors 4 
Joseph's, and his cap properly decorated with feathers. 

*The women, owing to their fewer opportunities 
have made much less advancement toward civilization 
than the men. They present a very uncouth appearance 
sitting on the floor-ef their cabins wearing their hair jus! 
as nature arranged it, very rarely, if at all, disentanglec 
by a comb. They are held in far lighter esteem by the 
men than women are among the more civilized peoples 
Their employment is fishing, making moccasins, gloves, 
ete., gathering wood and caring for the little ones. Yet 
these little ones are not cared for 80 elaborately as we are 
accustomed to seeing. When they are but a few weeks 
old they are punished for crying, and when very mal) 
they are plaited in willows as carefully as a demijokn, 
but when large enough to be taken out in this climate 
they are strapped upon the mothers' backs in the ame - 
manner as the papooses are in the States. 

*We find the Indians very emotional. They weep 


- bitterly over the death of their friends. They listen with 


childlike simplicity to the stories of Christ. They deeply 
revere the name of Jesus, and gaze with profound interes! 
on the Biblical pictures with which the walls of the 111900 
and school are decorated.” 
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The Chinese Mission in California 
HEN the San Francisco earthquake had done 
W its destructive work, our Chinese church building 
was a ruin. Fire did what the quake failed to 
1o, and. the old brick building, familiar to many visitors 
from the East, was no more to be en. The Chinese 
(hristians were not discouraged, however, and today 
they have &4 far more attractive house of worship and work 
than the old one. It was built on the ame «ite and 
undations, in the midst of Chinatown. The dedication 
took place August 30, which was a day that will long be 
membered by the little band and their friends. There 
vas an audience of some four hundred inside and outside 
f the building, which was much admired. For one thing, 
the Chinese Consul was present and spoke most heartily 
of the good Chnstianity was doing for his people. He 
exprezxed his degire to cooperate with the Christian people 
n any efforts they might make to suppress the opium 
The entire cost of the building and 
furnishings is about $23,000. The insurance yielded 
$$,000 of this, and the California Relief Fund furnished 
most of the remainder. The Chinese work never had 80 
good an equipment as now. The pastor is Rev, C. O. 
Liu, and the future is bright with promise. It is notice- 
ible that the attendance at the night schools is larger than 
before the earthquake.
